mayor was attempting to create a pub- 
lic misconception of true conditions. 
He again stated that Police Commls- 
liionr-r linker had failed to obi?y or- 
ders and WJIP Incompetent. 


Since Gaynor returned to city hall, 


following his two months' absence, 
he has Intimated several times thai 
he did not approve of the course taken 
by .Mitchel when acting mayor In di- 
recting a crime investigation. 
The 


mayor had Intimated that the ^action 
was inspired by a desire for publicity. 


But In H letter to Haker the mayor 


not only discredited Mitchel's entire 
conduct, but intimated that it was a 
conspiracy of his enemies, in which'- 
the acting mayor had been an accom- 
plice.

learnc-d the contents of a letter that 
Gaynor sent to llaker.
